• DEFERRED SORORITY rushing 
has caused a great deal of com- 
ment, both favorable and unfavor- 
able, among sorority girls and 
rushees around campus.

and I'm all for It. Vm so glad, 
though, that rushees arf’ wearing 
white ribbons because it makes It 
easier for all of us to keep each 
other straight for the four-week 
rush period."

think It would be much more sat- 
isfactory If the formal rush perl6d 
came the first or second week ' of 
school so that we could get it all 
over with and settle down. Speak- 
ing of rushing, though, 1 think the 
little talks Miss Kirkbride Is hiv- 
ing with all the rush girls in order 
to give them a chance to discuss 
any problems that have come up 
concerning rushing or ask ques- 
tions about anything that Is not 
clear to them is a wonderful idea.” 
Harriet Ida, transfer from Pur- 
due: “At Purdue, a girl couldn't 
be rushed until she had been in 
school one semester. Undor this 
syjtem the sorority girls and rush- 
ees get to really know each other 
just from campus associstion and 
thus are surer of their decisions 
when the time for bidding comes.

To Service Men

• WASHINGTON COUNCIL Center 
or Veterans' Administration Guid- 
ance Center originated January 1, 
1945, at 720-22nd Street, offering 
service to veterans, students, adults, 
from the community. 

Dr. E. W. Davis continues to act 
as Councilor for University Veter- 
ans. A psychometrist was added, 
and the service .was built up to 5(^ 
75 cases a month, mostly veterans 
and studenta from the Univeralty. 

On Sept. 1, the Councillng Center 
gained ao much recognition that it 
was given a contract from the U. S. 
Veterans Administration for various 
kinds of service to veteransi 

The work of Veterans’ Admloistra- 
tlontion gives councillng and psy- 
chometric service to all under ^b- 
lic LawAIo. 16 (or to rehabliitation 
cases) and to Public Law No. 346 
(or general GFs wishing a vocation- 
al guidance service) to determine 
their educational and vocational 
•ervice. 

The early arrival of VJ-Day has 
placed an exceptional load on Veter, 
an’s Administration Guidance Cen- 
ter. 

Each of (he 120-130 veterans com- 
ing In each month require a day 
of testing and councillng. This re- 
quires a staff of two vocational 
councilors, two psychometrists, one 
training officer, and one vocational 
adviser, as well as one part-time 
physician and two secretaries. The 
staff will increase to approximately 
12 part or full time people by Nov. 
1, In order to handle the ITS month- 
ly cases. 

Only cases directly from Veterans’ 
Administration can be received by 
the Councillng Center. Types of 
veterans vary from those wishing 
ipprentlce training, profesalonal 
training, or post-graduate work.
